RIOTERS SHO? Down. 


Twe Mes Hilled and a Number Wounded 
at Hemsingten. 


* Onrcaco, July 6.—Two strikers were killed 
outright and others are thought to have been 
seriously injured in a riot in the Illinois Cen- 
tral yards at Kensington to-day. The strik- 
ers began collecting em the tracks early and 
at 10 o’clock 600 men were hing up and 
Gown the yards overturn freight cars 
and Dlocking the tracks in every manner 
possible. 

A force of about 150 Deputy United States 
Marshals and Cook County deputies were in 
the vicinity and charged the mob at various 
places, driving small squads of men from 
the yards. The strikers’ forces were rapidiy 
recruited and by 10:50 ea thousand frantic 
men were howling and throwing stones over 
a stretch of tracks a mile in length. 

At that time the lilinois Central milk tralia 
came steaming slowly up from the south, 
attempting to reach the city. The mob im- 
mediately charged on it and ing trice the 
engine was detached and the cars over- 
turned. The crew had already fied, and the 
strikers, mounting the engine, carried it 
back a quarter of a mile, when, opening the 
throttle, they Jumped from the cab, and the 
locomotive, rushing forward at full speed, 
dashed into the wreck and tore through the 
deralled cars until it was thrown upon its 
side. 

FIRED INTO THE MOB, 

The mob mounted the wreck with exult- 
ant cheers and held high carnival anti the 
force of deputies prepared to charge. As 
they Came on the run they were met with a 
shower of stones and coupling pins and 
balting opened fire. For a mo- 
ment the mob wavered as the 
bullets cut through thelr ranks and 
then with a howl they charged the little 
force Of deputies, which retreated to a 
safe Gistance to await re-enforcements, Po- 
lice details were hurried tothe scene, and 
the rioters continued the Gerailing of cars 
while waiting for the expected attack, care-

The idea was to 
forestall a concerted movement onthe part 
of the strikers against prominent down-town 
Dulldings. 

NO STOCK TRAINS. 

At the stock yards to-day the ra- 
ways made no attempt to bring in 
any live stock and the total receipts 
consisted of three wagon loads of lambs and 
two cows from the adjacent farms. The 
train of cattle sent out yesterday on the 
Michigan Central and over which 
there wae such a struggle 
was returned to the yards and 
all attempts at shipment abandoned.

SWEEPING EASTWARD. 


Every BMailway Lime in Cleveland Tied 
Up Te-Day. 

CLEVELAED, O., July 6.—The great ratiroad 
strike is sweeping eastward. After an all- 
night session of the members of the Amer- 
ican Railway Union, in which every road 
running into this city was represented, it 
was decided at an early hour this morning to 
tle up every line centering in Cleveland. 

By 7 o’clock the Big Four yards were re- 
ported dead, with the exception of an oc- 
casional passenger train. The night force 
had qdit and the day men falled to appear 
for duty. 

The men who struck are exclusively 
switchmen and passenger trains will only be 
affected by freight blockades. 

The engineers, fremen and road trainmen 
will not go on strike, but the roadmen said 
they would not even couple up their own 
cabooses totrains that might be made up. 
In other words they would perform none of 
the duties of the striking switchmen. 

District United States Attorney A. T. Brins- 
made was aroused early this morning and 
informed of the morning’s news. He said: 
have received instructions from the At- 
torney-General of the United States to file a 
bill praying for an injunction if it is abso- 
lately necessary. I had hoped there would 
be no occasion for any proceedings fin 
the United States courts here; how- 
ever, it appears that measures have 
deen adopted by the American Ralliway 
Union igthiscity during the night looking 
towards the prevention and obstruction of 
the passing of the United States mails and 
that the interstate commerce laws are being 
Violated. I shall therefore fle a bil! directly 
in the court here, in obedience to my instruc- 
tions from the Attorney-General, at once or 
assoonas the partios responsible can be 
learned.“ 

Alike condition of affairs prevailed on the 
Cleveland, Canton & Southern road, where 
work ceased at an early hour and the yards 
were silent as the grave. 

As soon as the long session of the Ameri. 
can Rallway Union came to an end numer- 
ous committees were started out in all di- 
rections to notify the men in the numerous 
yards to cease work. Ats o’clock the Lake 
Shore men struck. Out of  forty- 
eight yard crews and engines 
that road in this city only one engine 
was working and the men saidthey had not 
yet been notified. One or two passenger 
trains errived and departed during the early 
morning hours, dat as long as freight trains 
were being constantly pulled into tue yards 
and deserted on the main track, it seemed 
probable that a DBilockade would soon re- 
suit. 

The Cleveland & Pittsburg men promptiy 
stopped work when notified to dogo by the 
committee, and at . a. m. only one crew 


It was evident, however, that Owing to tne 
large territory covered by the Nickel Plate 
yards, the Notification Oommittee had 
not succeeded in getting work to a great 
majority of the switchmen employed by that 
company, and hence they did not quit. 

At 10 o'clock every road leading into the 
city, with the single exception of the Nickel 
Plate, had felt the effect of the strike. 
and freight traffic on all lines was more or 
less Congésted and the suspension of passen- 
ger trafic in many cases seemed imminent. 


GOING OUT aT? BUFFALO. 

BUFFALO, N. T., July 6—A telegram has 
been received from President Debs by a sym- 
pathizer in the cause, stating that the 
Baffalo members of the 4. .

All freight trains are tied up at 
that point and nothing has come through 
to-day. 

All through passenger traihs from the West 
were delayed this morning, the only trains 
arriving being those made up at Fort Wayne 
and Columbus. 

In this city the situation is more alarming 
than at any time since thestrike was inauad- 
rated inthe West.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 6.—Atty.-Gen. 
Olney to-day said thatthe fact that riotous 
strikers in Chicago continue to obstruct the 
traffic of the railroads and resist the execu- 
tion of the laws has not in the least 
shaken the Government's purpose to enforce 
the laws at all hazards and at whatever cost. 
The fact that riotous demonstrations con- 
tinue only shows that the conduct of the 
troops in not responding with dall ana bayo- 
net to the insults and assaults of the strikers 
was of a most forbearing character.

President very succinctly in- 
forms Gov. Altgeld that Federal troops 
were ordered into Onicago upon the de- 
mand of the Post-office Depart- 
ment to remove obstruction to 
the transportation of the malle, and 
also upon the representations of the judi- 
cial officers of the United States that such 
troops were needed to execute the pro- 
cesses of the Federal Courts and to releage 
interstate commerce from illegal and vio- 
lent obstruction, 

Such use of the federal power is unques- 
tionably legal, and the President assures 
Gov. Altgeld that the troops were not sent 
to Chicago for any other purpose or to 
usurp or supersede the pulice functions of 
the local government or interfere in any 
way with the latter’s operations. 

The only tenable ground for the Gov- 
ernor’s protest against the President’s 
action is that it was uncalled for, unneces- 
sary and implies that the local authorities 
are unwilling or unable to enforce the 
laws, preserve the peace and suppress the 
mob violence which is tying up inter- 
state commerce and preventing the regu- 
lar transportation of the mails. 

It is true that Gov. Altgeld has ample 
power at his disposal to protect property, 
and it cannot be denied that he used it 
freely and effectively in the late coal strike 
and is so using it in the pres- 
ent strike. It seems also that 
the Mayor of Ohicago is both able and 
willing to reinstate the reign of law and 
order in that city without the aid of Fed- 
eral troops, and without asking for any 
military force but the Chicago militia regi- 
ments, which he can order out at any 
time. 

But conceding all this and commending 
the sensitiveness of the local authorities 
on the subject we must also concede that 
the President was not bound to 
wait for them to render the use of 
Federal troops unnecessary. It was 
the President’s duty to use Federal force 
whenever it became in his judgment law- 
ful and necessary, and if the local authori- 
ties go ahead and do their duty they will 
have no reason to complain of his action, 
unless it shall in some improbable way 
hinder their work and make it more diffi- 


cult.

ME. ZIEGENHEIN’S PLEA. 
Collector Ziegenhein explains the great 
increase of revenue from saloon licenses 
since the creation of the office of Excise 
Commissioner on the ground that this offi- 
cer has the police force back of him. 

Was there ever a time when Collector 
Ziegenhein could not get the police force 
to back him in the enforcement of law? 
On the other band, were there not many. 
times that the police attempted to enforce 
the dram-shop law, but could not get the 
backing of Mr. Ziegenbein and his depu- 
ties? In nearly. every ease of violation of 
the dram-shop law—and there were many 
before the Excise Commissioner was ap- 
pointed—the sotised person was enabled 
to escape punishment by the favor or neg- 
lect of the Collector’s office. 

The memory of the Collector’s arrogant 
disregard for the rights of the public and 
the laws is too fresh in the popular mind 
to permit of much consideration of his 
plea for sympathy. The people cannot 
forget how Mr. Ziegenhein refused access 
to any of his records, how he shie)ded 
law-breakers and with what contempt he 
treated those who protested against ille- 
galities and irregularities in saloon peti- 
tions and licenses. 

The results of the vicious system of 
which he now complains as responsible for 
his misfortunes would not be half as bad as 
they areif he had not given the widest 
opportunity for abuse and crookedness. 
His whole course favored the illegal and 
dishonest operations of rascals and politi- 
cal ringsters. 0 . 

But if he could find excuses for the worst 
failings of his administration he would yet 
be beyond the pale of sympathy because of 
his present position as an indicted official 
who refuses tostand aside and give free 
sweep to investigation. He clings to his 
office and his control of its records in de- 
fiance of decency.

Ir is gratifying to note that Czar Ziegén- 
hein has got some new ideas about his 
office.

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HE WISHES THE BILL STRIPPED OF on- 
NOXIOUS SENATE AMENDMENTS. 


Importance of an Barly Passege Realized 
by the President-The Great Princi- 
ples Involwed—Executive Anxiety— 
Consulting With Demoeratic House 
Leaders—Encouraging Advice—Labor 
Interests. 


Wasuinoror, D. O., July 6.—The Posrt-Dis- 
PATOH Is able to state upon the highest au- 
thority that President Cleveland is. strongly 
in favor of an aggressive fight on the part of 
the House to secure the ultimate passage of 
the tariff bill stripped of the obnoxivus 
amendments incorporated by the Senate. 
The President realizes fully the importance 
of the passage of the bill at an early 
Gate and is by no means dlind 
to the party advantage to be 
gained by disposing of the measure 
do fore the congressional campaign begins in 
earnest. He is, however, firmly convinced 
that while there isa fighting chance of vic- 
tory, the House will be doing less than its 
duty if, moved by any consideration, 
it surrenders the great principles in- 
volved in fundamental differences be- 
tween the Wilson and the Gorman Dills. 

The President has observed with the deep- 
est interest not unmixed with anxiety the 
progress of the tariff battle in Congress. He 
was not altogether satisfied with the Wilson 
bill as it passed the House, but when the 
policy of the Senate stood revealed, he saw 
at once the only hope of even a fair measure 
of tariff reform lay in a stubborn fight on the 
part of the House to secure the final adop- 
tion ot the principal propositions of the bill 
as it was sent to the Senate. 

The President’s hands are not tied fast. 
There are some things he can doto help on 
the cause of tariff reduction and these 
things he is doing. He is consulting dally 
with Democratic leaders in the House and 
is cheering and encouraging them with his 
advice. Since the tariff din passed 
the Senate he has had con- 
ferences with several prominent members 
and has impressed them all with his desire 
to see the House prevail in the coming 
struggle. The most important of the confer- 
ences was one which has recently taken 
place between the President and Chairman 
Wilson of the Ways and Means Committee. 


Mr. Wilson ts naturally reticent as tothe 
discussion between the President and him- 
self, but he does not undertake to concea! 
— satisfaction at the result of the confer- 
ence. 

The President’s close friends declare that 
his views on the subject of the tariff are as 
pecncenaes as they were when he penned 
iis Message to Congress last December. On 
the points which constitute the main differ- 
ence between the House and Senate bills Mr. 
Cleveland had this to say: ; 


Manifestiy, if we are to aia the public directly 
through tariff reform, one of the most obvious fea- 
tures should be reduétion in the present tariff 
eharges upon the necessaries of life. The benefits 
of such a reduetion would be palpable and 
subdstantial.seen and felt by thousands who would be 
better fed and better ¢liothed and better sheltered. 
These gifts ehou'a be the willing benelactions of a 
Gevernoment whese hi st function is the prome- 
tion of the welfare of people. 

Mot les closely allied fe our ople’s pecspeatey 
and well being ise ther al of restrictions upon 
the importation of the r materials necessary to 
our manufacturers. Thé world sho 
our national ingenuity 

eansoct be while — 
throagh the imposition of high tariff, 
sto American manufacturers as cheap mate- 
riais as those used by their competitors. Is is quite 
obvious that the enhathcement of the price of our 
manufactured prodacts: resulting from this policy 
not only confines the marker for these producis 
within our own borders, to the direct disadvantage 
of our manufacturers, bat increases their ¢ost to 
our citizens. 

The interests ef labor are certainly, though indi- 
rectiy, involved in this feature of our tariff system. 
The sharp competition and active struggie among 
our manufacturers to supply the limfitea demand for 
thelr goods soon fill the narrow market to which 
they are sonnen. Then follows a suspension of 
work in mills and factories, a discharge of empleyes 
and distress in the homes of Our workmen. 

Even if the oft-disproved assertion could be made 

od that a low rate of wages would resait from 

ee raw materiais and low tariff duties, the in e)li- 
genee of our workingmen leads them quickly to die- 
cover that their steady employment. permitted by 
free raw materials, isthe most important factor in 
their rela-ion to tariff legislation. 

A measure has been prepared by the appropriste 
Cungressional committee embodying tariff reform 
on the lines herein surge ted, which will be 
promptly submitted for legislative action. Itis the 
result of much patriotic and unselfish work, and I 
believe reaches its object as consistently ané 
thoroughiy eas existing conditions will permit. 

These were the President's views eight 
months ego, and he has seen no reason to 
change them.

A Day and Might of Terror Throughout. 


_ the City—Desperate Mobs Dety Regu: 
lor Troops and Make Sport of the Fo- 
_ Mee—Futile Efforte to Resume Tra h 
on Boyootted Lines Yosterday. 


om. July 6.—The 1,500,000 of people ro- 
inthis great metropolis erose from 
beds this morning with feelings of anzx- 
fous expectancy, for the occurrences of the 
past twenty-four hours can only be likened 
to those of the French commune. 
Anxiety was intensified all night by the 
lurid glare fromthe tremendous confiagra- 
tion raging among the great white palaces of 
the V orld’s Fair city and this morning's sun 
revealed a desolate picture. Park is 
dut a broad expanse of moldering biackened 
ruins and twisted shapes of iron. 
Railroad yards all over the  sonth- 
ern halt. of the city are blocked 
here and there by wrecked and overturned 
Cars. Tracks are rendered tmpassabie by, 
_ spiked frogs and switches; signal and switch. 
towers stand deserted by their tenders 
through fear of violence at the bands of 
Tictous mobs. Commerce is paralysed, and 
While thousands are hungry tons of choice 
meats and other luxuries are rotting in cars 
for want of ice to preserve and motive power 
to haul them to destinations. 
Under the cover of darkness Gen. Miles 
last night began massing the United States 
Soldiersin Chicago and its vicinity on the 
Jake front. This morning, when the city 
awoke, it found there the two companies of 
infantry which bave been on guard at Grand 
Crossing, one company of cavalry, one bat- 
tery ofartillery, which has deen fighting to 
uphold the law in the stock yards; four oom- 
panies of infantry which came from 
Fort Leavenworth on a special train 
at the rate of nifty miles an 
hour, arriving at 4 a. m., and three com- 
panies of infantry from Fort Brady, Mich., 
which came in on aspecial a little later. 
This is Delicved by men conversant with the 
situation to indicate that Chicago within 
twenty-four hours may be under another 
government—that of the army of the United 
States. 
FUTILE ATTEMPTS TO MOVE TRAINS. 
Warlike scenes attended the efforts of the 
Rock Island to move trains between Blue 
Island and Chicago yesterday afternoon. 
Ten hours, re consumed in moving three 
trains , he intervening sixteen miles. 
Bayonets, volvers and police clabs were 
used against the mobs which at times filled 
the right of way and the mob fought back 
by ovarturning freight cars in front of the 
line of trains. Between Fifty-frst street and

It was decided by the 
General superintendent to take advantage 
of the opportunity and move the Kansas City 
and Omaha through trains to Chicago. A 
special was made up for the troops and the 
three trains moved out of the yards, the 
troop train leading. The detachment con 
sisted of Co. C, eth Regiment, U. 8. 
A. Capt. Conrad of Oo. G,. 
Capt. Cornish, Lieut. Jameson of 
0 Company, with four soldiers, 


took a position on the pilot of the engine, 
and a squad of seven infantrymen mounted 
the coal heap in the tender. The trains 
reached Fifty-second street without trouble, 
bot the sight ofa large crowd at Fifty-firet 
street brought the engine to a stop at the 
crossing. The crowd stood directly on the 
track, and when the engine with 
ite guard drew near, many of 
the men in the mob stooped 
Gown and clutched pieces of the rough 
edged track ballast. The crossings was 
filled with the men and as far down the 
trace as could de seen men were rushing to- 
wald the train. The soldiers onthe engine
